The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 3rd Den ember, 1949 relate to 
191 towns with an estimated population of 24,768 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 224 and their population is 
27,309 thousands. Thus 8o% of the total number of towns 
representing 01% of the total population is oovered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths reoordod 
in these towns were 18,313 and 9,592 representing birth 
and death rates of 38-4 and 20-1 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) Indian Province # . — The data here relate to 167 
towns with an estimated population of 21,968 thousands. 
Information for Bihar and Assam oould not be included. 
The total number of towns, is 192 and their population is 
23,750 thousands. Thus 87% of the total number of towns 
representing 92% of the total population is covered. The 
numbers o± births and deaths recorded in these towns were 


16,821 and 8,728 representing birth and death rates of 39-8 
and 20 '7 per thousand of population respectively . 

Mayuram in Madras was the only town which had a 
high death rate of 61 * 5 per thousand of population. This 
high death rate does not appear to havo boon due to any 
one of the specified causes. 

(B) Union# and States .* — The data here relate 
to 24 town.B with an estimated population of 2,800 
thousands. The total number of towns is 32 and their 
population is 3,550 thousands. Thus 75% of the total 
number of towns representing 79% of the total popula- 
tion is covered. The numbers of births and deaths were 1,492 
and 864 representing birth and death rates of 27 * 7 and 10 ■ 0 
per thousand of population respectively. 

Junagadh in Saurashtra was the only town which had a 
high death rate 60 1 5 per thousand of population and this 
high death rate was mainly due to deaths from fevers.
